The average 
price, per mile, as announced by Direc-

estimate,' when the $60,000,000 bond 
issue ; program was made. 

Roads, to be built this year are the 
St. Loiis-Terre Haute road; the Dixip 
highway from Chicago Heights to Dan- 
ville; the Chlcago-St Louis road- via. 
Ottawa, 1 Peoria and Springfield; the 
Lincoln highway from Chicago to the 
Mississippi river, and the Wisconsin 
road from Niles to the state line: 
' Contracts were let with the explicit 
understanding that Gov. Lnwden stands 
for inflated prices only because of the 
tremendous demand for s road building 
and the necessity .of employment of 

labor. 

Director Bennett issued a statement 
on behalf of the administration, saying: 

•The coat -of. 'the sections awarded 
averages about 40 per cent higher than 
pre-war prices. Of this increase 10 per

The victim was Edward T. Leonard,"

few hours later he bad subscribed for 
$15,000 worth of -yictory : bonds," and 
paid 'cash for' them. Here's the story: 
Leonard Uvea at 5322 Princeton ave., 
Qilcago. One eye was destroyed by 
an accident-wheir he was 2 years" old. 
In January, 1918, he obtained a posi- 
tion with the Consumer's Company har- 
vesting ice-on Loon Lake. At work he 
suffered another accident, deatroying 
his other, eye. 

The company' was operating .under 
the workmen's compensation law, and 
if the law governed the case the boy 
would have received only.$962. His at- 
torneys claimed the law did not govern 
his'case, because he was under 16 when 
injured, that the work was dangerous 
and that the childlabor law would apply. 
Attorneys took the case up with at- 
torneys for the Consumers' Company.*

Fill Coal Bin Now; 

High Cost Appears 'Set* 

We know nothing about coal, its pro- 
duction, the supply, ' costs or distribu- 
tion, save what we read, saya the 
Duluth News Tribune. We baye 
sources of information not open to 
everyone else. We are not a coal pro- 
duction nor coal-supply expert. We 
are only a consumer. 

But as a consumer, with what inform- 
ation we can get, we cannot see that 
coal is in any different situation than 
are all other commodities. There is no 
use' hanging off to get a lower price. 
Lower prices in the next 12 months, 
which covers next winter, are a myth. 
Like other underground products, 
coal is produced as it ia sold. If salen 
lag it is not mined. It cannot be stock- 
piled at the mines'. It is token out as 
it is shipped and ordered. It is stored 
at terminals in proportion as ordered. 
No terminal docks cah.hcld the full 
season supply, or. near this, for buyers 
who are waiting for prices to drop. 

As a result; the best authority shows 
that the mines are working at under 60 
per cent capacity. It will take full 
capacity from now on to produce the 
probably required supply. But this 
cannot ; be mined after it is needed to 
burn. If there is a shortagp when 
winter comes, prices will not go down, 
they will go up.* 

Fully 80 per cent of the cost of coal, 
or indeed of its value and price at the 
mines, is' the labor cost of production 
and grading; The rest the consumer 
pays is more than this proportion in 
transportation, handling and overhead.' 
To induce buying, prices are always 
lower in May than in October. 

This margin covers the buyers ex- 
pense of carrying. It assures produc- 
tion and leaves dockage for the bal- 
ance supply . at the higher. prices. Un- 
less labor cost, wages, go down, the 
price of coal will stay where it is at 
about 25 per cent above pre-war prices. 
Miners' wages are b^yearly or tri-year 
agreement. They are not going down. 
This is written not for the coal com- 
panies, but; for the . consumers. We 
have bought our winter's supply.. 'We 
would willingly, abuse the, coal com- 
panies and streak the air with blue, if 
that would lower the price to the con- 
sumer. It would not,, and the.best way 
as we see it for the consumer, is to 
play safe and not come up against 
wiitter'with empty coal bins and with 
Italy, Britain and France bidding 
against him. •

"Wfmt.ls my duty as ffn Individual 
In connection with' the tongue of na- 
tions?" you mny usk. ".What hnvc I 
got to do with. this lilg world »questlnh? 
Will nny action on my part hnvc any 
Influence on the forces" thnt arc now 
settling the destinies of the world?" 
Every citizen of the United States 
has a duty to perform now. In. connec- 
tion with the league of nations. Jnst 
as urgent ns helind when we were at 
war. Tou did not hesitate to do your 
part then just Uecnuse you were only 
one of a hundred million and on the 
theory that any little snvlng or Invest- 
ing or working that you could do 
would have little efTectv toward de- 
leatlng Germany. 

Every Individual citizen Is represent: 
ed In Washington by a senator. You 
niny not know him; may never linye 
seen him. Nevertheless he has some 
respect for your opinions; he wishes 
.to win your vote once more. If he did 
not respect the opinions of his con- 
stituents he would be a Queer, person, 
for he Is sent to Washington to carry- 
out fhe wishes of the majority of the 
voters. 

Now the United states senate Is the 
body which has the power to ratify or 
reject treaties. The British premier 
has promised to submit the peace 
treaty to parliament for Its approval, 
too; but 1* lins just had an election 
and knows where parliament stands. 
When the representatives of nil or 
most of the other nations sign the 
treaty of peace, that Is all that Is nec- 
essary. It then becomes operative. 

But America will not be at peace 
with Germuuy nor will It be a mem- 
ber of the league of nntlons until the 
senate has ratified the treaty. If the 
senate should refuse to ratify It, we 
would then be in the position of being 
at war when all the remainder of the 
world was at peace, and of being out 
side of a league of nations which em- 
braced most of the other Important 
countries. 

"Is it possible," you mny ask, "that 
the senate could fall to ratify a treaty 
and thus leave us out In the cold? Are 
we ready to stand alone In this fed- 
erated world? Can we assume the 
role of China and build n wall of ex- 
cluslveness around us?" 

Looked at In that light It does not 
Eeem possible; yet when one listens to 
the speeches made dally In the senate 
it docs seem as though many 'senators 
are far from ready to vote for the 
treaty which contains a provision for 
n league of nntlons. , They mny believe 
that they are backed by the voters. It 
Is our duty as voters to let them know 
whether they 'are 'carrying out our 
wishes or not. 

In this series of articles there has 
been no attempt to present an argu- 
ment that the constitution of the 
league of nations as It stands Is a per- 
fect document. There very likely is 
room for* many Improvements. If 
there were not, It would be an excep- 
tion to every other constitution ever 
adopted. 

Conditions may arise a decade or 
century from now of which we enn 
have no conception at this time, any 
more than the f miners, of the Ameri- 
can Constitution could have foreseen 
the developments of today. 

But there can be no doubt that the 
world, as a whole, now disapproves of 
war and denies the necessity for war, 
and that the league of nations ns now, 
proposed Is a sincere effort to do away 
with the danger of war. 

There Is every reason to believe that 
It stands more than a fair chance j>f 
succeeding, while It Is so drawn ns to 
present few If nny perils that we have 
not always had with us If It falls to 
succeed. • , 

The constitution of- the league does 
not prevent the United States from 
doing anything It wants to do, for the 
reason that the United States* has ho 
designs on the property of Its neigh- 
bors. It does not Impose nny now bur- 
dens upon us comparable with the war 
debt which has Just been heaped on us 
through no fault or desire of our own. 
The league may call upon the United 
States to do Its part In governing some 
of the backward portions of the globe 
until they are ready. to govern them- 
selves. This mny entail some expense, 
some trouble, possibly some small loss 
of American lives, as In the case of 
the Philippines, hut nothing In com- 
parison to the losses In men nhd money 
sustained in our participation In what 
was for us only the fag end of a great 
world war. 

Every man must do his duty In his 
own community, If he expects good 
government. If he believes In the 
league of nations, It Is his duty now to. 
let his representatives In the senate 
know It. . If he does not. It likewise Is 
his duty to make his beliefs' known. l 
The plain people, tho world over) 
are lettlngMt be known that they are 
against International . war. Most of 
them believe . that the' league of na- 
tions is now the one way to prevent It. 
it you so "believe, you are not doing 
your duty, unless you let your senotor 
know Unit you want the treaty rati- 
fied.

Parade Is Stopped and Red Ties 
Stripped From 6,960 Anarchists- 
Forty Men Are Arrested — 
Cannot Speak English. 



Gary, Intl., May 0.— Seven thousand 
bc\vhi8kered, red-uecktled professional 
nnarchists gathered In Gary to make 
pood their promise of staging a parade 
and street demonstration. 

There was no parade; there was 
nothing so dignified sv* j> "demonstra- 
tion." There was, however, a f ree-for- 
ull street fight, climaxed with 40 of 
the anarchists in jail and the remain- 
ing G.0G0 necktleless, even collnrless 
und In same Instances shirtless. 

Fifty police armed with riot guns, 25 
deputy sheriffs with automatic pistols, 
several hundred returned ' soldiers 
restless for a light and a volunteer or- 
ganization of Gary citizens met the 
radicals and almost literally chewed 
them up. * 

There were two distinct battles dur- 
ing the daylight hours. The llrst oc- 
curred at noon and definitely decided 
the anarchists against conducting 
their raid. 

The second developed at 4 p. m., 
when a throng of the "proletariat" re- 
fused to disperse when directed by the 
police. A total of 40 men was arrest- 
ed after the pair of lights. 

The police, soldiers and citizens who 
Hung themselves Into the fray 1 came 
out of the alTalrwithno wounds show- 
ing. Many of the "reds" were badly 
beaten. 

After the two engagements the an- 
archists — few of whom could speak n 
word of English— scattered In search 
of liniments and bandages. 

In spite of the casualties, It was 
agreed the social, function of the 
reds 1 "convention" would be carried 
out as scheduled In the evening. This 
was to be n dance. Police, soldiers 
and the citizens' committee having 
tasted blood, announced that they, too, 
would participate in the night's "en- 
tertainment." 

Lenders of the I. W. W. movement 
had planned on conducting their na- 
tional convention In Chicago Satur- 
day. Anarchists had arranged to fea- 
ture a demonstration. The "show" 
was given wide advertisement, but at 
the last hour the promoters decided It 
would be safer to "try it first on the 
dog." 

Gary, Indiana's Industrial center, 
was selected, chiefly because of Its for- 
eign-speaking population. All those 
concerned with the .overthrow of the 
government were Invited. Morris Lle- 
bermnn, Russian druggist In Gary, was 
In charge of local arrangements. 

Mayor W. H. Hodges Issued a proc- 
lamation promising to brenk up any 
street demonstration that might be at- 
tempted. Mr. Llcberamn und his as- 
sistants on the arrangements commit- 
tee laughed sardonically. 

"The proclamation be damned," 
they are understood to have announced 
In fervid Russian. 

A stream of the anarchists finally 
organized Itself into a semblance of 
formation and rambled around to the 
Fourteenth street hall, where, It wasr 
announced, the opening session of the 
"convention" would be held Immedi- 
ately and the parade commenced di- 
rectly afterward. 

It ambled down the street and 
found its way Into the Roumanian 
hall in Adams street. The delegates 
who couldn't wedge their way Into the 
meeting room girdled the building In 
whiskers and red, red ties. The po- 
lice, deputy sheriffs, soldiers and citi- 
zens' vigilance committee, led by Col. 
Charles H. Moloney, attacked. 
I 'Those within the hall were not mo- 
1 lested immediately. The police took 
, stations at every door and window 
\ and mentioned that they would "bide 
\ their time." 

I A few of the nnnrchlsts without

romptly walked' on. A score were 
inded Into patrol wugons nnd taken

REDS RIOT MAY DAY 



TANKS AID POLICE IN FIGHTING 
AT CLEVELAND. 



Eleven Officers Wounded and 100 Per- 
sons Injured During Demonstra- 
tion — 200 Arrested. 



, Cleveland. O., May 3.— An unidenti- 
fied man was killed by n detective's 
bullet, 11 policemen were shot or bad- 
ly beaten, and about 100 persons 
wounded, many seriously. In general 
rioting which brought a dramatic 
finale to a Socialist May day demon- 
stration of 20,000 reds here. . 

About thirty persons, seriously In- 
jured, are In hospitals, while scores 
of others, Including women, were 
trampled by rioters and clubbed by 
police. 

Socialists and sympathizers In East 
Ninth street and at Public Square 
were ridden down by mounted police- 
men and by soldiers In army tanks 
and trucks. 

Socialist headquarters were totally 
wrecked by angry civilians' bent on 
putting an end to the demonstration. 
The rioting was general In Public 
Square, East Ninth street, Huron road. 
Prospect avenue, ( Superior avenue, 
Rollvar avenue and other thorough- 
fares. 

The one fatality occurred at Cen- 
tral and Woodland avenues, when a 
mob said to have been composed of 
Socialists and- sympathizers rushed 
Detective Woodrlng'nnd other officers. 
Woodrlng drew his revolver to save 
his* own life, fired Into the alleged 
leader of, the mob, the bullet passing 
through the man's neck, killing hlni' 
Instantly. 

Over 200 rioters were arrested. 
A score were found to have weapons 
on them, police say. 

New York, May 3.— Rlotlwr followed 
the celebration by the New York Call, 
the Socialist daily newspaper, of Its 
occupation of new offices on Fourth 
avenue and the display outside of 
what some soldiers called "bolshevist 
posters." 



Count von Brockdorff-Rantzau Almost 

Overcome With Emotion When 

He Presents Credentials 

to Allies' Envoys. 



Purls, May 5.— The German 'dele- 
gates to tlte peace congress will have 
15 days In which to consider tho 
treaty and mnlco any counter proposals 
they desire* It has been learned. They 
may begin offering their suggestions 
at any time, but no day of grace will 
be allowed. Representatives of the 
allies, It was stated, reserve the right 
to reply to any of the German objec- 
tions or proposals at any time, but 
the belief Is expressed that no more 
than five days or a week will be re- 
quired for closing the exchanges of 
Ideas. '' 

While the date for the presentation 
of the treaty to the -Germans has still 
not .been fixed, It probably will be 
•Monday or Tuesday. Numerous de- 
tails remain to be approved^ but con- 
sideration of them has reached such 
a stage that It Is reasonably certain 
that: the peace documents can be 
whipped fnto shape In the next three 
or four days. The cereiriony of pres- 
entation will be in the presence of 
only the delegates of the governments 
which participated In the war. 

The council of three Is proceeding 
with its deliberations, unembarrassed 
by the absence of the Italian dele- 
gates.' Italy Is still regarded as a 
member of the conference and Invita- 
tatlons are "being forwarded to her 
ambassador for participation in the 
conference. 

Among the questions still unsettled 
and which M. Clomenceuu, David 
Lloyd George and President Wilson 
Considered, at two meetings Is the 
disposition of the German cables. It 
Is learned that the Belgian claims 
have been finally disposed of or that 
nn agreement has been reached giving 
Belgium priority In the reparations to 
the n mount of $500,000,000. 

Versailles, France, May o.— Pale 
and u almost fainting from emotion,' 
count von BrockdorfT-Rnntzau, the 
German foreign secretary and bend of 
the German peace delegation, passed 
through what evidently was one of the 
bitterest moments of his life. Thurs- 
day. He was barely able to sustain 
himself through the brief ceremony of 
presenting tho credentials of the dele- 
gations to a committee of the United 
States nnd the nines. 

The meeting took place In the 
room of the Trianon hotel previously 
fused for the sessions of the supreme 
military council. Count von Brock- 
dorff-Rantzau, on entering, was ac- 
companied by Herr Landsborg, Pro- 
fessor Schuecklng and two secretaries, 
nnd- waiting for him the allied repre- 
sentatives were grouped around Jules 
Cambon, the former French ambas- 
sador to Berlin, who Is chairman of 
the commission. 

Other members of the allies' party 
Include Henry White of the United 
States, Lord Harding, Great Britain, 
nnd Ambassador Matsul, Japan. 
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Fred Clayton Butler, who is United 
States director of Amerlcnnlzntlon, 
has called a national conference of 
tho experienced workers among the 
foreign born and Illiterates. This con- 
ference will discuss methods of edu- 
cation, Instituting schools, safety, 
health, housing, nnd thrift.'

The new law Is tacked to Uie 
the revenue bill, and Is 30 
technically correct, according to one of 
Its fraraers, that the Supreme court Is 
going to have a hard time proving It 
unconstitutional. 

For there la a feud between the 
United States congress and the United 
States Supreme court which dates 
back to the days when John Jay man- 
aged to make the court much more In- 
fluential than congress thought It had 
any right to be— a feud which has lost 
, none of Its virility. Thus the new child 
Inbor law Is worded very carefully. ■ It provides that in addition to all other 
taxes, an excise tax of 10 per cent of the entire net profits shall be collected 
by the commissioner of internal revenue on the output of .mills, canneries, 
workshops, factories and manufacturing establishments employing children 
under fourteen years of age; and of quarries employing children under sixteen 
years of age. 

This same tax will also be levied where children between the ages of four- 
'teen and sixteen are employed for more than eight hours a day or on night 
work. That Is all. Nothing Is said about how the law Is to be enforced. 

In the executive, legislative and judicial appropriation bill, .however, the 
commissioner of Internal revenue Is 'provided with on appropriation of $184,- 
100, which he Is permitted to turn over to the secretary of labor to enforce 
the child labor low. It does not say that he "must do this, but that he may do It. 
Congress did not dare mention the children's bureau, which was given 
authority to enforce the flrst child labor law. The whole matter Is left to Uie 
discretion of the commissioner of Internal revenue. If he wants to employ 
the children's bureau to do Uils work for him It Is not Illegal.",

should have been" turned over to some 
American Institution. After having 
worked In the British museum, how- 
ever, and after seeing the cosmnpoll;, 
tan nature of those who visit and make 
uso of Its treasures, one is forced to 
admit that this collection will accom- 
plish Its highest good by being where 
It is rather than consigned to the geo- 
gruphlcul limitation of any one of tho 
American libraries. In this case the 
American donor considered his loyalty 
r ease, to letters beyond the deumud of any 
useum nationality.

No uniform will be worn. during Uie 
hours of service, but when off duty tho women will wear their bailees and 
service stripes and, If they please,' the uniform of the legion,- 

Domestic servants recruited and supplied by the section will work under 
conditions and terms of service drawn up by the legion, the idea being to 
render domestic work attractive by giving It a status equal that of similarly 
paid work outside the home. Hours of work and of recreaUon and terms of 
service, including n minimum wage, are clearly defined. 

Split Is Threatened in the Good Roads Forces 

A GOOD roads controversy that bids fair to split the highway forces of the 
nation Into two hopelessly Irreconcilable factions has developed out of the\ 
recently launched movement for a national system of "main line roads, to be 
J built and maintained by the federal, 

government. 

Boosters for the project met In 
Chicago recently and formed a "fed- 
eral highway council" to centralize and 



direct the national campaign which Is 
already under way, focussed on mem- 
bers of congress and onjho bill In- 
troduced by Senator Townsend of 
t Michigan,. In which the new plan has 
been embodied. So far as surface In- 
dications went everything was lovely. 
As a matter of 'fact, the spirit of 
hnrmonv was by no means as dominant as It appeared. Should tho Town- 
send blil become a law, federal road building nctlvltlcs will be taken out of 
the hands of the department of agriculture and Its bureau of public roads and 
turned o\*er to a federal highways commission of five members. This body* 
will be- empowered to lay out, construct and maintain a national system of 
highway "tvi comprise not less than two main line roads In each state," with 
nn npproprhttlon af $425.000,b00 provided for the purpose. 

Opponents ot $he measure claim to have the support of .Secretary Houston, 
who, It Is sold, does 'not favor altering the present plna of providing federal 
nld to tho states In their own rondbulldlng activities. Beside*, the forest 
service, In charge of Uie nntlonal forests, is the biggest political machine In 
the country. In fact, Its. Influence depends upon its power to build roads In 
tho national forests wherever it chooses. 

Many of the states are nnturally against it, since their highway corainls 
•loners prefer to do the work In their own way, and Uilnk they can do it better

Returns at the Ave state' headquar- 
ters in Chicago show that the county 
chairmen and other. Important work- • 
ers In the' Seventh * Federal • Reserve 
district are signing up for the fifth 
big' loan. They are actuated by the 
same sense of duty. It Is reported, as 
Alls the breasts of the soldiers now 
held In France. The soldiers over 
there long for home; but they realize 
that their work Is not done. Garrisons 
must be held . along the Rhine until 
peace has been formally signed and 
the terms of the peace treaty have 
been carried out. 

In the same way It Is generally rec- 
ognized by chairmen nnd other work- 
ers throughout the Seventh Federal 
Reserve' district, the men who are re- 
sponsible for the, financial purt of the 
war, 1 cannot quit until the financial ob- 
ligations are discharged. The big bills 
for any undertaking come In Immedi- 
ately, after the' completion of that 
work. It would be an Irresponsible 
business man, It Is conceded on 
all hands, who would refuse responsi- 
bility for that purt of his contractor's 
bills that \catne ■ In after the driving 
of the last nail. 

The Fourth Liberty Loan paid oft 
the then outstanding treasury certifi- 
cates of Indebtedness and furnished 
enough new money to carry the gov- 
ernment until mid-December. Since 
that date the treasury department has 
been borrowing from the banks at the 
rate of $300,000,000 a week, and by 
the time the Victory Loan Is offered 
will owe nearly six billion dollars; The | 
Fifth loan money will pay off these ; 
bank loans and carry the government j 
•until the money raised under the 1018 
revenue act begins to come In. 

The sudden termination of* the war 
brought an Increase In the day to day 
military expenditures. The total for 
December passed,' for the first time, 
the two billion mark. 'Hie® January 
total was slightly less, but exceeded 
any other month except January. Feb; 
rtiury promises to show u consider- 
able decrease. The high dally out- 
lays since the end of llglrting have 
been due to the liquidation of the war 
machine, and were unavoidable. There 
Is still a great moss of contract obli- 
gations to be cleared away — contracts 
entered Into by business men for the 
rush production of munitions thut 
would have been absolutely' essential 
hail the war gone on for u few weeks 
or months longer. 

Chairmen nnd workers who happen 
to bear of anyone who Is declining to 
participate In the next loan have ready 
to their hands- a set of the best pos- 
sible arguments against this sort of 
conduct. t 

• In the first place the man who re- 
fuses to work In the next loan or to 
buy bonds of thq next' Issue can, bo 
charged with being a quitter or a cow- 
ard. Neither Is un especially Ameri- 
can uttrlbute. As a nation Americans 
have the reputation of seeing a thing, 
through'. And the fields of France 
proclaim that they are not cowards. 

But the Infrequent loan worker who 
is saying that he ran not tlmi time 
to participate in llie Victory -drive, or 
• Iocs not feel any obligation to do so 
may be charged with cowurdlee. It. Is 
generally recognized, where such n.n 
ulfitudc is encountered that the. man 
fears the fifth' loan will not be a suc- 
cess. The man who. Is preparing lo 
quit now, It Is .pointed out,«ls doing so 
because he does not .want to he Iden- 
tified with n failure. The answer to 
this is thai none of the 0.000 marines 
wliri stopped llie victorious Ror.inan 
march on Paris at Chateau Thierry, 
asked to be excused from going lute 
the light because he expected It to 
be a failure.
